SECTION 63wt. 29.09 (11m) (e) of the statutes is created to read:

29.09 (11m) (e) Refusal for religious reasons. The department may not require
an applicant for an approval specified in par. (a) 1. to 3. to provide his or her social
security number if the applicant refuses to provide his or her social security number
for religious reasons. The department may not deny an application to issue or renew
an approval on the basis of par. (a) if the applicant for or holder of the approval
refuses to provide his or her social security number for religious reasons.”.
